‘THREE HUNDRED DEAD. 


IN CHILPANCINGO CITY 


'Parish Church Was Wrecked and 
Sccres Were Killed While They 
Were Engaged in Worship. 
Details of the Horror 


Meager. 


Mexico City, January 17.—One. of the 
most terrible catastrophes ever recorded 
in the state of Guerrero ts reported to 
have occurred late yesterday afternoon 
when an extremely violent earthquake 
shock was felt at Chilpancingo, causing a 
great loss of life and injuring many per- 
sons. 

Details from the stricken district are 
very meager, but scattering reports re- 
ceived here indicate fhat probably 300 
persons were killed and as many more 
injured. It is known that the state capi- 
tol, the parish churen and many busi- 
mess houses and residences are in ruins 
and there ts much suffering as a result of 
the awful seismic disturbance. One of 
the edifices that suffered most was the 
federal telegraph office, which explains 
the paucity of news that has so far 
reached this city. Later meager details 
began to arrive here. The telegraph lines 
and apparatus at Chilpancingo were bad- 


fy damaged, but the employees, all of 


whom wé@re uninjured, quickly proceeded 
to erect an improvised telegraph office on 
the outskirts of the city. 
Killed as They Worshiped. 
The number of deaths were greater In 
the parish church than in any single 


place, as a crowd of worshipers were

he solid masonry-walled roof came top- | 


pling down on the worshipers as if it 
fhad. been wrenclhied trom its bearings by 
a thousand strong hands. Several people 
were killed there. 

The war department has ordered the 
troops in the neighborhood to cooperate 
f the work of rescue. Uhfll this work 
is completed it will be impossible to ac- 
curately learn the number of victims. 
Tt is believed, however, that this is one 
of the most destructive seismic phenom- 
ena that has occurred in Mexico. The 
greater part of the population of Chil- 
pancingo are now camping out under tents 
around the town, which is five. days’ jour- 
mney from the national capital. 

Earthquake shocks were felt in many 
other cities and towns. In Mexico City 
the eartHquake took place at 5:17 vester- 
day afternoon and was of such violence 
as to shake the most substantial build- 
ings. The Pan-American congress was 
fn session at the time and many of the 
delegates were greatly alarmed. 

: Shock Very Sharp. 

The first movement was one of trepida- 
#ion and was very sharp. It was follows 
ed by an easier oscillatory movement 
north-northeast to south-southwest. The 
duration was fifty-five seconds. The dam- 
ago in this city was only slight. 

The state of Guerrero h:g; always been 
the focus of seismic disturbances. Re- 
ports received here tonight state that 
the shock was very severe at Chilapa. 
No casualties are so far reported frum 
there. . ‘ 

In duration the Chilpancingo shock was 
fess important than that fn Mexico City, 
having lasted fifty seconds against fifty- 
five seconds at the capital. 

Up to 11 o'clock tenight no further news 
fad come through from Chilpancingo. 
The earthquake was also interee at 
Iguain, in the state of Guerrero, destroy- 
ing the parish church and many buildings 
in the city and neighborhood. Among the 
latter was the sugar mill of General Fris- 
bie, an American. The mill had just been 
completed and fitted up with American 
machinery at 2 cost of $200,000. The prop- 
erty Toss is immense throughout the state 
of Guerrero.

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PRINCE HENRY 
COMING SOUTH 


Likely That Brother of the 
Kaiser Will Visit Charles- 
ton Exposition. 


WAR SHIPS TO THUNDER 
WELCOME TO PRINCE 


President Roosevelt Desires That 
Every Honor Be Paid the Rep- 
resentative of the Teuton 
War Lord—To Visit 
St. Louis. 


Washington, January 17.—The time of 
the cabinet meeting today was largely 
occupied in the discussion of the formal- 
ities to be followed on the occasion of 
the visit of Prince Henry of Prussia, It 
is the ‘desire of the president to show 
the prince every honor befitting him as 
2 prince of the royal blood and as the 
personal representative and kinsman of 
the German @mperor. But at the same 
time the programme is to be as simple 
as possible. As far as agreéd upon it is 
as follows: 

Upon the arrival of Prince Henry ‘'n 
New York he will be met by a squadron 
under command of Rear Admiral Evans, 
and national salutes of twenty-one guns 
will be fired both by the war ships and ' 
the harbor batteries. Visits of courtery 
wil! be made upon the prince by the 
commander of the @epartment of the 
eest and the ranking naval officer at 
New York, and Assistant Secretary of 
State Hifl: probably will also formally 
welcome the prince as the special repre- 
sentative of the president. When the 
prince reaches Washington he will be2- 
come .the guest of the German ambas- 
sador. According to precedent it will be 
the duty of the prince to call upon the 
president, who will return the visit. A 
dinner will be given at the white house 
in the prince’s honor. 

To Receive the Prince. 

It was decided that all arrangements 
for Prince Henry’s reception should be 
ecnfided to a special committee, _com- 
posed of Mr. Hill, representing the state 
department; Major General.H, C. Corbin, 
representing the Untted States army, 
Rear Admiral Robley D. Evans, repre- 
senting the navy, and Count A. von 
Quadt Wykradt-Isny, the counsellor and 
first secretary of the German embassy. 

During the afternoon the count came 
to the state department to see Mr. Hil’, 
and the latter having communicated 
meanwhile with General Corbin and with 
the local representatives of the railroad 
companies, some progress was made to- 
day toward arrangement of a programme. 
It was decided that tha members of the 
committee on reception above arranged 


about noon February 22. He probaty-} 
will be brought to Washington that night, 
arriving here Sunday morning, and will 
rest quietly at the embassy that day. An 
effort is being made to arrange matters 
so that the prince sha'l be present at the 
capitol when the ser.ate and house meet 
on February 27 to hear Secretary Hay 
deliver his memorial address in honor of 
the late President McKinley. 
May Visit the Sonth. 

There is little doubt that the prince 
will be able to accept some of the invi- 
ratidpe that have come to him frorr va~ 
rious\cities. The committee here wil! ar- 
range a vrogramme which will take the 
visitor as far west as St. Louis, and it 's 
pessible that Charleston, 8S. C., will be 
included in the trip, as the exposition au- 
thorities have made a strong plea for 
his appearance. Niagara Falls also may 
be taken in on the outward trip. The 
state department has been notified that 
the prince’s American visit will last but 
sixteen days in all, as he will sail for 
Germany on the Columbia on March §8. 

Willlam Wallace Downey, a member of 
the firm pbuilding Emperor William’s 
vacht, called at the white house today 
and after discussing with President 
Recsevelt the details of the approaching 
launch, went to the state department and 
telked over the details of the programme 
with Assistant Secretary Hill, Admirals 
Evans and Crowninshield. It was de- 
cided that the launch shall occur at 10:30 
a. m., February 25. 

Companions of Prince Henry. 

Berlin, January 17.—The secretary cf 
the imperial admiralty, Admiral von Tir- 
pitz, and the chief of Emperor William's 
pereonal military staff, General von Ples- 
gen, are to accompany Prince Henry of 
Prussia on the Jatter’s visit to the United 
States. 

Admiral Von Heickendorff said: 

‘The emperor, personally, is making all 
the arrangements that can be made on 
this side. The details as to how Prince 
Henry shall spend his time in the United’ 
Staies are left to Secretary Hay and Dr. 
von Holleben, but our general idea of the 
dates is this: We arrive on the Kron 
Prinz Welhelm, February 22, at New 
York. Prince Henry will go on board 
the Hohenzollern and will stay there till 
the lauching of the entTperor’s new yacht. 
We go to Washington to see the presi- 
dent, and perhaps will stay there several 
days. Then we make the most of the 
next few days in seeing other cities, re- 
turning to New York two more days be- 
fcre we gail for home, on the Deutsch- 
land, March 8 This general design, you 
see, fills up about four weeks, one week 
in going each way and a fortnight in the 
United States.” * 

It was suggested to Admiral Seckendorff 
that two weeks was not enough for the 
prince to see much of America and that 
he ought to spend a longer time in the 
United States and go west and south, to 
which the..admiral replied: 

‘It would be difficult for his royal high- 
ress to spend a much longer time there, 
though the Deutschland’s sailing can he 
delayed a day or two if it seems desir- 
able.”’ 

Admiral von Seckendorff visited Nor- 
folk in 1860 on the Prussian war ship Vic- 
toria. '

PANAMA ROUTE 
NOT FRIENDLESS 


Relieved Isthmian Commission 
Will Favor the French Offer, . 


Majority of Members, It Is Said, 
Will Urge Acceptance—Report 
of Commission To Be Filed 
Some Time 
Today. 


Washington, January 17.—When the 
isthmian canal commission, of which Rear 
Admiral Walker is chairman, met today 
it was with the understanding that the 
session should continée until a majority 
at. least had reached a dofinite conclu- 
sion respecting the nature of the recom- 
mendation which will be made to the 
president and that that recommendation 
would in all probability be submitted to- 
today. It is learned upon the highest 
authority that the commission is not a 
unit on any one of the propositions which 
have been submitted. A member of the 
commission teday said to a representative 
of the Associated Press: 

“The fact that there is a discussion 


shows that there is a diversity of opinion 


among the members of the commission 
regarding the selection of a canal route.”’ 

Although no positive information was 
given out regarding the. feeling among 
commission, it is 
learned that the acceptance of the offer 
of the Panama company will be urged by 
a majority of members. There were no 
witnesses at today’s session, it having 
been agreed that sufficient data had been 
presented to enable the commission to 
reach a decision. 

Morgan Reports on Panama. 

Senator Morgan, chairman of the sen- 
ate committee on interoceanic canals, 
made a brief report to: that. committee 
today as the result of his investigation 
of the status of the Panama sale propo- 
sition. He stated that he had called upon 
the president and Admiral Walker, chair- 
man of the isthmian canal commissions 
and had learned that the president had 
impressed upon the commission the ne- 
cessity for an early report fixing the 
time at the close of the present week, 
and that the admiral said that in ac- 
cordance with these instructions the com- 
mission probably would be prepared to 
report by Saturday night. He also stated 
that he had -learned officialy that the 
French government had made no propo- 
sition to the United States in connection 
with the. Panama route, and, further, 


that. nothing had. been heard from th

A subcommittee consisting of Senators 
Harris, Kittridge and Fosfer was ap- 
pointed to take testimony concerning the 
various. canal routes suggested. 

The subcommittee appointed to hear the 
representations in behalf of the several 
canal projects’ met during the afternoon 
to interrogate representatives of the 
American Isthmian Canal Company. 
Those who spoke for this company were 
General Edward W. Sorrell, consulting 
engineer; H. H. Adams, a stockholder, 
and Theo Schroeder, counsel. 

To Draw Ships by Trolley. 

They control ‘tthe Darien route, also 
designated as the San Blas route. They 
claim to be able to secure a canal at sea 
level which will be only 30 miles in length 
from ocean to ocean. Their route extends 
from Mendago harbor to Pear ‘sland and 
their plan is to run a tunnel for § miles, 
this tunnel to be 202 feet in the clear. 
and with water 35 feet deep. ‘The ships 
would be drawn thrcugh the canal by an 
electric trolley line. They estimated that 
the entire canal could be constructed for 
from $75,000,000 to $90,000,000. When asked 
to make a proposition to fhe government 
they declined to do so, but said that 
within three years they would be able to 
state the terms upon which they would 
allow the canal to be constructed by this 
route. These terms, they thought, would 
be that they should retain the ownership 
of the canal and that the government 
of the United States should agree to pay 
50 per cent of the cost of construction, 
payments to begin when $10,000,@. of work 
shall have been completed and other pay- 
ments to be made each time that $10,- 
000,000 worth of work is done. They also 
said in reply to questéons that they had 
secured neither right of way, nor zovern- 
ment concessions. 


Noble Favors Panama. 

Kansas City, Mo., January 17.—Alfred 
Noble, of Cricago, the distinguished en- 
gineer and member of the Isthmian canal 
commission, was tc have spoken at a 
dinner here last night on ‘I'he Isthmian 
Canal from an Engineer's Standpoint.”’ 
However, he was t.ummeuied to Washing- 
ton to attend a meeting of the commis - 
sion, and his paper was read. It said: 

“There wilt be diffcrence of opinion as 
to ths relative value of the two routes 
Moreover, the data for an estimate of 
tctal cost by each route will be incom- 
plete until we know the ccsts of the con- 
cessio:.s from the ‘severa] governments 
Further, we do not yet know bevond 3 
doubt whether the Panama Cana] Com- 
pany has authoriiy to sell out the rights 
of the stockholders of the old company 
who, under French law, have still an :n- 
terest. 

“On the basis of the fcrmer demand of 
the French company of $109,000,600 for its 
interest, it Was not necessary to weigh 
these consiaerations bef-re rejecting the 
preposition, but under the present pro- 
pesal by which the total cost by the two 
routes may be abaut equal, they should 
be taken inte acccunt. 

“If this equality had béen realized. it 
appears to me that the lower cost 5f 
maintenance and operation by the Pana- 
ma route more than counterbalances the 
saving of time by the other, and it would 
be the better for the United States to 
adopt. I think engineers generally would 
ag to this conciusion. As to the exact 
valuation of this superiority, nardly any 
two persons will agree. I do not think it 
is very large."’

the Ada mine at Caville, near here, today 
three miners lost their lives, another 
was injured fatalivy and several others 
were sericvely hurt.

Governor Francis Denies 


Washington, Jaruary 17.—Since arriving 
‘in Washington Exs-Governor§ Francis, 
president of the Leuigiana Purchase ex- 
position, and Adoipitue Busch, chairman 
of the committee on foreign relations of 
the exposition, have’ become convinced 
that if the exposition is to secure a really 
notable collection of foreign exhibits thac 
will eclipse the exhibits heretofore sent 
from European nations to other exposi- 
tions, there must bea postponement of 
the opening of the great fair to be held 
at St. Louis from 18 to 190. 

The gentlemen named made an admis- 
sion of this fact te@my in the course of 
a conversation at — house, where 
they had called to Int the president 
in efforts they are muking to urge on 
foreign governments the desirability of 
full and complete repfesentation at the 
St. Louis exposition, Prior tc this call 
they had seen a number of the min'sters 
and other representatives attached to 
the foreign legationg and embassies in 
WVashington, and as @ result, had become 
convinced that claborate foreign exhibits 
could not be counted en for an exposi- 
tion in this country Mm 1902, 

They find, for inst&Mce, that a great 
Japanese fair is to be given under gov- 
ernment auspices in 198, and if the expo- 
sition is poetponed umtil 1904 everything 
ot interest exhibited there can be brought 
to St. Louis the folléwing year. 

Statement by Francis. 

“In 1998 we can make the exposition as 
great as any ever given,’’ said Governor 
Francis, but if we postpone it a year it 
will surpass anything in the exposition 
hne ever attempicd. We can be rcady 
by 1908, but it is questionable whether we 
can secure what we Want from abroad 
by that time.’’. ; 

Ex-Governor Francis tonight, in re- 
sponse to a request from the Associated 
Press, made the following statement re- 
garding reports that the Louisiana Pur- 
chase exposition would be postponed from 
1908 to 1904: ' 

“I was much surprised to learn that a 
statement had been pfinted to the effeat 
that I had virtually .Admitted that the 
fair would be postponed from 3903 to 1904. 
I have never advocate@ nor contemplated 
such action. On behalf*of the lecal com- 


ny, I desire.to say hea it can ‘be ready 
tor “the sentation in ia and will be 


ready. When.some pewspaper men ask- 
ed me today if the fair woula be post- 
poned and I made a négative repiy, lI 
vas asked if we could not prevare a bet- 
ter fair in 1904 than in 1908. I replied, 
‘Yes, and so can we prepare a better fair 
for 2004 than for 1904." I cannot say why 
this statement should be construed ‘as an 
admission that the Louisiana Purchase 
exposition would be postponed from the 
date fixed by congress and announced by 
the president in his proclamation inviting 
foreign countries to participate. 
Turopean Nations Declinuw. 

“Some of the European governments 
have sent replies declining, and one ob- 
ject of my visit to Washington is to ask 
the state department and the admimistra- 
tion to bring additional’ pressure upo’, 
such governments to reconsider their con- 
clusion. If, however, they refuse to dv 
so, it would not mean that St. Louls 
would not bave exhibits from these coun- 
tries, as oug commissioners would make 
appeals to manufacturers and other ex- 
hibitors therein. One or mere of the 
foreign countries have given as reasons 
for their declination that they have not 
time in which to prepare. Whether the 
govérnments so declining would partici- 
pate in the event of a postponement has 
not been ascertained. 

‘Il am stil] in conference with the state 
department and trust that within the 
next few days some plan will be evolved 
whereby foreign governments that have 
declined can ve induced to reconsider. 

“If,’’ continued Mr. Francis, ‘the state 
department or the admnistration or con- 
gress should desire this fair postponement 
in order to give foreign governments a 
lenger time in which to prepare, 1 have 
no doubt the local corporation would 
readily grant such wishes.” 

“Do you expect that such a contingency 
will arise?’’ was asked. 

‘‘No, I do not expect, but firmly believe 
that everything will be in readiness and 
the fair will open on time,” was Mr. 
Francis’ reply. 

Fair To Open on Time. 

St. Louis, January 17.—‘‘Whereas, the 
public press has agitated the question of 
postponement of the Louisiana Purchase 
ex position, 

‘Resolved, That under the act of con- 
gress and under every plan of the board 
of directors and executive committee fhe 
exposition wiil open and close in the year 
1£03."’ 

These resolutions were unanimously 
adopted at a meeting oi the executive 
committee of the exposition committee 
this evening to set at rest statemenis 
coming from Washington to the effect 
that the wosld’s fair might have to be 
postponed frorfy 198 until 1904. 


ANOTHER TERM FOR HOWARD.

Howard, who is well Known through- 
cut the country, was arrested by a United 
States marshal at Columbus, Ohio, sev.

tentiary after serving a nine-year sen-

Suppesied Visit of the Dutch 
“Premier to London, 


Meeting of Boers Will Be Held at 
The Hague Today and It Is 
Likely That Overtures for 
Peace May. Be Made 
to Britain. 


London, January 17.—Reuter’s Telegram 
Company has received the following dis- 
patches from Amsterdam: 

“According to trustworthy information, 
Dr. Kuyper, the Dutch premier, recent- 
ly intimated to the Boer delegates the 
desirability, in view of the Lord Rose- 
bery speech at Chesterfield, of their giv- 
ing some intimation to the British gov- 
ernment of the basis upon which they 
would entertain peace negotiations. Dr. 
Kuyper pointed aut the improbability of 
any of the great powers intervening in 
South Africa in the near future and sug- 
gested that he be allowed informally to 
sound his friends in London in the hope 
of a semi-official response. The Dutch 
premier accordingly met Abraham Fisnaer, 
the leader of the Boer delegates, and oth- 
ers at Brussets, where a long conference 
was had, after which Dr. Kuyper proceed- 
ed to London. The result of this visit, 
if any has been attained, is not yet 
Known. 

‘Dr. Kuyper assured the Boers that Hol- 
land, under no: circumstances, would act 
as an intermediary.”’ 

The Amsterdam correspondent of The 
Daily Mail says it is definitely known 
that the recent visit to London of tae 
Dutch premier, Dr. Kuyper, resulted di- 
rectly from Mr. Kruger and the Boer 
delegates having been persuaded officially 
to waive their claim for independence 
pending approval by 
still fighting. 

A prominent gathering of Boers has been 
arranged for tomorrow at The Hague, at 
which it may be decided to make tenta- 
tive overtures for peace. 

A Biue Book, issued this morning on the 
subject of the concentration camps in 
South Africa, contains further detailed 
explanations from Lord Milnef, the Brit. 
ish high commissioner, and Lord Kitch- 
ener, as to the causes of. the excessive 
death rate in the camps, and refutations 
of the charges of cruelty. Lord Kitch- 
ener emphatically denies Commandant 
Schalk-Burgher’s allegations of forcible 
removal and exposure of pregnant wom- 


en and of rough and cruel treagment of 


women and children, 40a says: 

“1 offered Botha to leave the families 
and relatives of fighting’ burghers in un- 
disturbed possession of their farms, if 
Botha would agree to spare the farms of 
the families of surrendered burgaers. 
otha emphatically refused, saying: 

‘"*l am entitled to force every man to 
join, and if they do not join, to confiscate 
their property and leave their families on 
the veldt.’ ”’ 

The Blue Book gives statistics for the 
month of December last, when there were 
117,017 inmates of the camps and 2, 
deatas, of which number 1,767 were chil- 
dren.

NEELY BLAMES RATHBONE;. 
RATHBONE BLAMES NEELY 


And Reeves Blames Both of Then. 
Rathbone Says That It Was 
Reeves’ Duty To Keep 
Track of All Irreg- 
ularities. 


Havana, January 17.—The cross-exami- 
nation of Estes G. Rathbone, ex-director 
of posts of Cuba, at today’s session of 
the court which is trying the charges 
growing out of the Cuban  postoffice 
frauds, brought out no new facts. Coul- 
sel for W. H. Reeves, ex-deputy auditor 
for Cuba, who is also on trial, endeavored 
to put the responsibility on Rathbone for 
The negtect on the part of Cuban post- 
masters to render monthly statements. 
Rathbone insisted Mat it was Reeves’ 
duty to report irregularities of this kind. 

Cc. F. W. Neely was cafled and exam- 
ined by the fiscal. Neely said that he re- 
ceived his appointment from Washington 
and That Rathbone had made him chief 
of the finance bureau of the Cuban post- 
office department after the Organization 
of the Cuban postal service. He said 
that when the stamps were burned a cer- 
tain amount was reserved for collectors, 
but he did not know how many, and that 
after the sales to collectors fell off he 
gave the surcharged stamps to Senor 
Moya, a Cuban stamp clerk in the Havana 
postoffice, instructing him to sell them. 

He asserted that he took the money re- 
sulting from these sales and put it in the 
vault. Neely made no.record of these 
Stamps nor 4@!4 Moya make out a requi- 
sition for them. 

In answer to the fiscal’s question as to 
why he had made no such record, Neely 


‘explained that insofar as the new iesue of 


stamps was concerned records were kept 
in his office of the denominations sold in 
order that he might be in a position to 
know what denominations to order from 
Washington t@¢ replete the stock. As to 
the matter of balancing the account, the 
stamps he turne® over to Moya had no 
bearing thereon. Neely said he was 
charged with the whole amount of the 
value of the stamps delivercd and 
that these he must account (for 
either in stamps or money when call- 
ed upon to do so. For this reason, he 
said, ft made no difference whether these 
Moya sales were recorded or not. In- 
stead of the stamps, he said, he had put 
the money in the vault. 

Neely denied having any interest in the

At 
the request of Neely’s counsel this em- 
ployee will be summoned to testify. 

Neely said he drew his salary for the 
coming month before he left Havana for 
the United States. The defense will con- 
tend that this action showed that Neely 
needed money and under the circum- 
Stances would not give Reeves any.

The board decided. however, that the 
regiments nearest to Griffin should go 
into camp there, and it is probable that 
Governor Candler will direct that both 
the Fifth and the Second regiments go 
into‘camp. at GUriftin. This will give the 
reople of Criffin an encampment this 
year, though it will not be so large a one 
as they desired. 

All the other regiments will camp at 
such places as may be solected by them 
as most corvenient and accessible. The 
time of the encampment will probably be 
select2d by the 1egiment with the ap- 
proval of the adjytant general. 

The encar pments will all have to be 
held at a total coset of at-out $13.000. There

DEMOCRATS NOT YET AGREED. 


Sentiment of Committee Opposed to 
Declaration of Policy. 
Washington, January 17.—The special 
committee of democratic representatives 
appointed at-the last caucus to consider 
numerous resolutions, defining the party 
policy, held an extended meeting today 
‘with a view to framing a report for pre- 
sentation to another caucus. Represen- 
tative Henry, of Texas, proposed a reso- 
lution. declaring that it was beyond the 
province of a democratic caucus to- define 
policies In contravention af a national 
platform; and that the polity defined by 
a national convention was binding until 

the next convention was held. 

The meeting lasted about four hours, 
and at its close Representative Richara- 
son, of Tennessee, the chairman, stated 
that no. final results had been reached, 
and pending an agreement no announce- 
ment would be made. It is understcod; 
however, that the sentiment at the meet- 
ing was opposed to a strict declaration 
of poticy on pending gqnestions before 
such questions actually were presented 
for cofisideration in the pruse.

NEW MEXICO KNOCKS AT DOOR. 
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Territory Wants To Be Admitted to 
the Union. 

Weshington, January 17.—At a special 
meeting of the house committee on ter- 
ritcries today a hearing was given a 
committee of prominent nonpartisan citi- 
vens of New Mexico, appointed by the 
governor of the territory to appear in be- 
half of statehood. 

B 8. Rodey, territorial delegate, made 
the opening argument. He said that New 
Mexico had been asking admission to 
the union of states for many years and 
fcveral times had secured favorable ac- 
ticn by one or the other house. The ter- 
ritory had a present population of 300,00, 
as shown by the annual report of the 
gcvernor and the registration of 695,190 
veters, and had great mineral, agricul- 
tural, stock raising and other resources. 
Asked if President Roosevelt favorad 
admission, he said the delegation had 
three letters from him stating that he 
would do all he could to secure state- 
hood for New Mexico. 


CRIMINAL CASE FROM HAWAII. 


To Be Heard by the United States 
Supreme Court. 

Washington, January 17.—The United 
States supreme court today set for hear- 
ing cn April 14 the first criminal case to 
be brought to that court from the terri- 
tory of Hawaill. 

The case is that of Osaki Mankichl. a 
Japanese resident of the Hawalian is- 
lands, found guilty of manslaughter by 
@ majority vote of the jury by which he 
was tried. This proceeding occurred in 
the interim between the surrender of 
Hawalian sovereignty and the act of con- 
grees prcviding a government for the 
islands. Mankichi secured his release on 
a writ of habeas corpus on the ground 
that the Hawaiian islands were United 
Ptates territory and that conviction by a 
ruajority vote of the jury was invalid.

ARBITRATION 
WINS AT LAST 


American Delegate Buchanan 
Restores Harmony in Pan- 
~ American..Congress. 


BOTH PLANS ARE PASSED 
‘THROUGH ‘THE CONGRESS 


Chileans Express Themselves as Sat- 
isfied — Cordial Relations Be- 
tween Mexicans and the 
Chilean ‘ Representa- 
tives Restored. 


Mexico City, January 17.—The atmos- 
phere of the Pan-American conference 
was suddenly cleared this morning and in 
the midst of excellent feeling on all sides 
both the plan of compulsory arbitration 
and The Hague agreement passed through 
the conference. W. I. Buchanan, of the 
United States delegation, afforded a 
means whereby, in spite of yesterday's 
discussion, both Ecuador and Chile 
might adhere to The Hague con- 
vention, proposing that the min- 
utes of the last two sessions show- 
ing the feelings of Chijle with regard to 
arbitration should fomn part (as annexes) 
of the protocol whereby the nations rep- 
resented at the conference express their 
acceptance of The Hague convention. 

How Buchanan Solved Problem. 

In introducing this motion Mr. Bu- 
chanan said: ; 

‘Mr. President: I.beg the further in- 
dulgence of the chair, pending the final 
orders ‘to carry out the ruling with regard 
to the document now upon the desk of 
this conference, in‘order that 1 may give 
expression to that deep sense of satis- 
faction that I am. sure would be felt 
by every delegation here and by the re- 
publics they represent if we could make 
effective om the part of all the delega- 
tions represented in this conference, as 
it is effective to all intents and purposes. 
the recommendations coverirng the adher- 
ence to The Hague convention. Such. an 
expression would be of great and lasting 
benefit to the relations existing between 
the republics represented here and would 
do more than would anything else that 
we might do toward cémenting that cor- 
diality, that good will and that sincere 
friendship which in reality exists be- 
tween all the delegates and delegations 
represented here. I beg at this time, and 
pending the final orders of the chair with 
regard to the document in question, to 
express my sincere conviction that these 
splendid results can now be accomplish- 
ed in a manner satisfactory to all, con- 
sistent with the rights of each delegation 
and in keeping with that elevated spirit 
of confraternity which has been shown 
in this conference upon all occasions. 


‘Adherence to Hague Convention. 


“The minutes of the conference for the 
past two days show in the remarks offi- 
cially made here by each of the distin- 
guished delegates of the Chilean dele- 
gation and by the distinguished delegate 
from Ecuador, their entire and hearty 
concurrence in the principles of The 
Hague convention and their unqualified 
acceptance thereof. There is therefore on 
record in this cenference this fact and 
to the end that these expressions of ad- 
Herence on the part of the two distin- 
guished delegations’ ‘may have that prop- 
er, courteous and consistent weight given 
to the similar expressions made in the 
prokoces in question .ov the part of other 

elegations, I respectfully request the 
chair, in the namé of the delegations 
who. sign the proteco? and with the con- 
sent of the distinguished delegation of 
Chile and-that-of- Ecuador,” fo transmit 
with said protocgls the. minutes.of the 
two-past days# referred to“in ordér that 
the protocol and the satd minutes shall 
be communicated to the. minister of for- 
eign affairs of Mexico in the form and 
manner expressed by said protocol, re- 
questin said ministry, in addition, that 
these documents be communicated to the 
respective governments représenfed in 
this conference as an expression of the 
Beneral adherence to the convention of 
The Hague and that these explanatorv 
remarks shall also be forwarded to said 
ministry.’’ 

Cordial] relations between the Chileans 
and the Mexicans have been restored and 
the Walker-Martinez incident. has been 
closed satisfactorily to all concerned. 

Chileans Are Satisfied. 

Emile Bello Codecido, minister*of Chile 
in Mexico and delegate of his country 
to the Pan-Amerfean conference, said fto- 
von § to the Associated Press correspond- 

“The Chilean delegates are satisfied 
with the result of the arbitration ques- 
tion in the conference because they main- 
tained in a long interesting debate that 
the conference ought to declare itself in 
favor of The Hague convention inasmuch 
as the acceptance of those conventions 
ccmmanded the unanimous approval of 
the republics of America. The motion of 
Mr. Buchanan approved today implies 
immediate action’ upon the part of the 
¢cnference in that sense and that action 
will be communicated by the president of 
the conference to the department. of 
*creign relations as a formal expressiou 
cf the sentiments of* the republics of 
America on the subject of arbitration. 

“With respect to the compulsory arhi- 
tration plan, it has been referred to the 
secretary without eliciting any expression 
of opinion on the’part of the conference 
and without discussion. 

“In conclusion, the only treaty to which 
the congress has given its solemn sanc-. 
tion after a long debate is that whereby 
the nations represented at the conference 
accept The Hague convention, an act 
which will command the approval of the 
entire world. The Chilean delegation is 
satisfied because its efforts to bring about 
this result have met with success.”’ 

Now that the arbitration question has 
been disposed of, the conference will 
hasten the work that is still before it and 
will be able to close its session in one 
week or ten days. ’ 

The Peruvian delegates express them- 
selves as in general satisfied with the 
solution of the arbitration difficulty. It 
is claimed that the Peruvians and allies 
have won a great diplomatic victory by 
obtaining admittance into the conference 
of their compulsory plan.

Franklin, manager of the New York 
Central’s terminus in this city, was calied 
as a witness today in the inquest to de- 
termine the responsibility for the wreck 
in the comy&ny’s tunnels last week, in 
which seventeen lives were lost. Mr. 
Franklin said that, under favorable con- 
citions, he thought a train at the rate

within 450 feet by emergency brakes. He 
admitied that even old engineers had 
run past danger signals in broad day- 
light, even on a clear day, being unable

Ore of 
these engintcrs had reported that he had 
been four mintits ‘ate; that he nassed the 
distance signal and green lights without 
gecing them; the torpedo had failed to 
explode, amd he could not heip running 
past the danger signals.

WAR MINISTER IS ATTACKED. 


But French Chamber of Deputies Up- 
holds Andre. 

Paris, January 17.—In the chamber of 
deputies today M. Cuneo d’Ornao, inter- 
polated the government regarding the 
promotion of officers by General de Gal- 
liffet, the former minister of wam and by 
General Andre, the present minister of 
war. The speaker said these ministers 
had by decrees infringed the rights of 
the officers; that General Andre, by as- 
suming the sole right of promotion, had 
destroyed the democratic idea of ad- 
vancement, and that the officers had no 
confidence in the impartiality of the min- 
ister, who was subject to politica] influ- 
enoes. Officers, the deputy added, had 
been punished Because of their political 
opinions. 

General Andre elicited an outcry from 
the rightists and centrists and cheers 
from the leftists by announcing that ‘he 
was preparing a bill for the excluaton of 
pupils of the schgols of the congregations 
from the scholarship at the ‘military 
school. 

The chamber, by 308 to 214 votes, adopt- 
ed a resolution approving of General 
Andre's declarations.

SAVED 


BY BREECHES BUOY 


Thirty-Nine Persons Taken from the 
Wrecked Steamer Marquette. 


DRENCHED BY HUGE WAVES 


As They Were Being Drawn Along 
the Rope to Place of 
Safety. 


Ludington, Mich., January 17..The Pere 
Marquette Railroad Company steamer, 
No. 3, struck the bar at the mouth of the 
harbor early today while attempting to 
enter in a high southwest gale and was 
scuttled in 9 feet of water. The nine pas- 
sengers and the crew of thirty-five were 
taken off the wrecked craft by the life sav- 
ing erew with their breeches buoy ap- 
paratus. The accident occurred before 
daylight. Passengers and crew were rude- 
ly awakened by the successjon of shocks 
as the steamer pounded on the bar. 

Signals of distress were immediately 
blown and the Nfe saving crew quickly 
responded. Running their mortar out on 
the pier the life savers sent a line to the 
wreck. When day broke there was a line 
% feet long stretched from the plier to 
the No. 3 and the breeches buoy appa- 
ratus was ready for use. Over this Ihe 
nine passengers, four of whom were wom- 
en, and the crew of thirty were safely 
taken in the breeches buoy jn two hours. 
As the people were drawn along the rope 
the great waves broke over them and all 
were drenched. The boat was loaded with 
25,000 bushels of barley and 200 tons of 
merchandise. s% 

The Pere Marquette officials have hopes 
of saving No. 3 and her cargo, but there 
is great danger that the boat will go to 
pieces.

The stub of this check purported 
to show that the check had been drawn 
for $ in favor of an asphalt firm. The 
receipts of the treasurer’s office during 
Young’s incumbency were $10,332,090.81.

THEY BELIEVED 
HIS STATEMENT 


Prominent Men of Savannah 
Convinced of- Henry 
Brooks Innocence. 


ARTICLE IN NEWSPAPER 
BRINGS ABOUT RESPITE 


Preacher Was Praying for the Con- 
demned Man When News of tz 
Respite Came—Would Have 
Been Hanged in Few 
More Minutes. 


Savannah, Ga., January 17.—(Special.)— 
The fact that Henry Brooks is alive to- 
night instead of lying in his coffin with 
rope marks around his neck, is undoubt- 
edly due to the manner in which his clear 
and consistent denial of his gullt was set 
forth by Reporter Aaron Lucas, in The 
Mornine News this morning. 

This statement, made in the very shad- 
Ow Of death, and after his attorneys had 
told him there was no hope, was of a pe- 
culiarly convincing character. Its effect 
was such that when Attorney F. M. Oli- 
ver read his client’s statement at the 
breakfast table he determined to make 
One more effort. After a brief consulta- 
tion with his partner, Judge Twiggs, the 
following telegram was s@nt the gov- 
ernor: 

“Brooks is to hang in an hour. He goes 
to his death protesting in his thnocence. 
I believe him innocent, and ask for a re- 
Spite of thirty days. Answer to sheriff.’’ 

The dispatch was sent at 8:40, and at 
9:12 6’clock Sheriff Schwarz received the. 
governor's answer announcing the grant- 
ing of the respite, 

At the jail everything was in readiness 
for the execution, the final farewell had 
been said, the ministers were praying 
with Brooks in the death cell, while in 
the adjoining compartment dangled the 
noose which was expected to encircle his 
neck. Sheriff Schwarz promptly _ tele- 
phoned the news of the respite to the jail, 
and Rev. Prince Black, who offictates as 
ghostly consoler in most of*these casos. 
was chosen to convey the news to 
Brooks. 

The news was too good to believe, and 
Brooks sat perplexed a moment. Then 
he said, weakly, ‘‘Thank heaven,’’ and 
burst into tears. Then, recovering him- 
self, he asked the Rey. Jackson. who 
Stood by his side, to read the thirtv- 
fourth Psalm, and the words. “I will 
bless the Lord at all times; his prayers 
Shall be continually in my mouth,” re- 
sounded down the enrridor. The peniten- 
tial service at the jail soon changed to 
one of thanksgiving. 

The suspension of the sentence was the 
sensation of the day with the negroeg, 
and much interest in the matter was ta- 
ken by the whites, many of whom have 
begun _to doubt the guilt of Brooks, ow- 
ing to the character of the main witness 
against him, a white man who disap- 
peared immediately after the trial to 
avoid arrest. 

Brooks’ mother heard the good news at 
the jail, and without stopping to congrat- 
ulate her son, rushed to the office of 
Twiggs & Oliver, where she found both 
gentlemen with three or four others. 
Without stopping for a word of explana. 
tion, the old woman threw her arms 
around Mr. Oliver’s neck, hugged and 
kissed him and gave vent to the most 
frantic expressions of prayers and grati- 
fication. So demonstrative was she. that 
it required several minutes before the 
gentlemen in the room could separate 
Mr. Oliver from her embraces.

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CAUSED GOSSIP ABOUT A WIFE 


And Then Fatally ‘Wounded Her 
Husband in Duel. 


Berlin. January 17.—Fresh material for 
the duelling_controversy has been afford- 
ed by the Von Bennigsen-Falkenhagen 
meeting in Emperor Withliam’s . hunting 
park at Springe, near Hanover, yesterday, 
in which Von Bennigsen, the local gov- 
ernor of Springe. was probably fatally 
wounded by Falkenhagen, who Is a large 
lessee of crown lands. 

The affair ‘had reference to the wife of 
Governor von Bennigsen. Several gentle- 
men of high position in the town of 
Springe, having decided at the club that 
the governor ought to be informed of the 
gossip concerning his wife, in which they 
considered there was ample grounds for 
a duel, presented the matter to Von Ben- 
nigsen. who challenged Falkenhagrp. A 
meeting was arranged and Falkenhagen 
fired at the count of ‘‘one.’’ Von Bennig- 
sen fell without firing once at his adver- 
sary. 

The governor's aged father, Rudolph von 
Bennigsen, one of the foundets of the 
national liberal party, and long noted as 
a leader in th ereichstag, arrived on the 
field soon after, accompanied by his sec- 
ond son, who is the governor of German 
New Guinea, and bore the wounded man 
away.

She Is Educating the Poor Boys of 
Floyd County. 


HAS NO AID OR ASSISTANCE 


Builds a £:ne School House and Dor- 
mitoxy Out of Her Own Privat 
Purse and Pays Teachers. 


Rome, Ga., January 7.—(Special.)— 
Miss Martha Berry, one of the wealthiest 
and most prominent ladies in this coun- 
ty, has established a school on the Sum- 
merville road 2 mfles from this city, mod- 
eled somewhat on ‘the same principle as 
the Moody institute in Massachusets. 
Without aid or assistance of any kind 
from others Miss Berry has built this 
school to educate the poor boys of Floyd 
county and north Georgia. She set aside 
80 acres of land on which she,had built 
a handsome two-story dormitory which 
will accommodate twenty-five boys. Every 
doliar was given by this noble woman. A 
large part of the land will be used for 
an experiment station and will be culti- 
vated by the young men in the institu- 
tion. 

There will be three departments, liter- 
ary, industrial and business, and each 
will be presided over by teachers espe- 
cially trained for the work. Professor R. 
T. Watson ,of the Moody Institute, has 
becn“secured to preside over the indus- 
trial and business department. 

A splendid school hdéuse stands near the 
dormitory and on Monday the institution 
began its work.

LESSEE OF STATE ROAD 
FAVORS THE DEPOT PLAN 


‘& Member of the Commission Who 
Was in Atlanta Yesterday, 
Feared Southern Would 
Not Assent—Replies 
Expected Soon. 


While the members of the Atlanta 
‘Bepot commission are still hopeful that 
2%, of the roads will assent to the plan 
for building a new union passenger sta- 
tion here, there is some fear of opposition 
from certain quarters expressed by one or 
two of them. 

A member of the depot commission who 

was in the city yesterday on business, 
said he had received the intimation that 
there might be some opposition fo the 
plan, though he hoped it would not ma- 
terialize. 
“I have received an intimation,” he 
said, ‘‘that if there is opposition on the 
part of any of the roads, it will come 
from the Southern. I have talked with 
one or two officials of the Southern, but 
they have all told me they knew nothing 
defin'te about the matter, as it was en- 
tirely in the hands of President Sam 
Spencer. They said they had not talked 
with him about it. and had no idea what 
was going to be done. Still. from all 1 
have heard, 1 feel tnat if there is to be 
any opposition to the plan, it will come 
trom the Southern. I hope not, but that 
road just now is the source of any fear 
there may be on the subject. 

“While [ do not know it, I am satis- 
fied all of the cther railroads emering 
Atlanta will give their asserft 10 the plan 
for building a new depot. I have heard 
favorable expressions from §cfficials of 
most of these roads, and I deel we will 
have no trouble trom them. 

“So far as the Nashville, Chattanocga 
and St. Louis, the lessee of the state 
road, is concerned, I am positive it will 
accept if the other roads do. I have 
some information on that subject and 
can speak with pretty good assurance. 
I hope the Southern will not interpose 
any obstacle, but, as I say, that is the 
only one of the roads we have to fear.”’ 

It has been ten days now since the 
letters from the commission with copies 
of the bill were sent_to the executive 
officers of each of the roads by Governor 
Candler. Definite replies are expected 
from all tne roads withir. the next ten 
days at least, and when they are re- 
ceived a meeting of the commission wil] 
be called py the governor. It is thought 
thers is no doubt that this meeting will 
be held before the lst of February. 

Governor Candler, when asked about 
the matter yesterday, said he had re- 
ceived no definite replies frem any of 
the railroads yet, but expected them 
soon. He had no information on the 
eubject, he said, and had only received 
letters from the railroad officials ac- 
knowledging reccipt of the letter he had 
eent them at the request of the com- 
mission.

JOEL SMITH UNDER ARREST 


Charged with Using Mails for Fraud- 
ulent Purposes. 


HAD AN ENDLESS CHAIN PLAN 


Monticello. Fla., Newspaper Pub- 
lisher Brought by Officers to 
Jacksonville, Fla. 


Jacksonville, Fla., January 17.—(S8pe- 
cial.)—Joel E. Smith, formerly editor of 
The Monticello Constitution, 
paper published at Monticello, Fla., was 
arrested at Avoca, a smai] town in Ham- 
ilton county, Florida, by Deputy United 
States Marshall W. H. McCormick on a 
charge of using the mails for fraudulent 
purposes. The officer and his prisoner ar- 
rived here late last night. 

Smith was arraigned for a prelimjnary 
trial before Commissioner Archibald this 
morning and waived examination. Testi- 
mony was heard and the defendant was 
placed under $1,000 bail for his appear- 
ance for trial in the federal court at Tal- 
lahassee, Fla., on February 3 next. The 
required bail was promptly furnished by 
friends of Smith. 

Smith said to a reporter that he was 
not guilty of the charge and hoped that 
sentence would be suspended by the pub- 
lic until the true facts were known and 
that he was satisfied of his vindication 
when the government understood his po- 
sition as to his enterprise, which he 
would prove was legitimate and in con- 
formity with the laws regarding the 
same, Of which he was famblliar. 

Smith was arrested upon information 
filed against him by Fred D. Peer, post- 
office inspector, who alleges that the de- 
fendant unlawfully devised a scheme to 
defraud by use of the postoffice estab- 
lishment of the United States and in ita 
execution deposited in the podstoffice af 
Monticello, Fla., to be conveyed by mail, 
letters, papers and pamphlets addressed

EXPLOSION IN A POSTOFFICE. 


Caused by Smokeless Powder Being 
Placed in a Letter. 

Knoxville, Tenn., January 17.—J. W. 
Martin, a postoffice clerk, was injured 
this morning by the explosion of a pack- 
age of powder, nitroglycerine or. an in- 
fernal machine. He was stamping let- 
ters and packages, and a package ad- 
dressed to a hardware house here ex- 
ploded when struck with the stamp. Ex- 
amination revealed on it the name of a 
New York smokeless powder concern. 
The interior of the parcel showed that 
a’ tin box containing the explosive had 
been carefully packed. The local har4- 
ware firm disclaim having ordered such 
a package, or having been notified of 
its shipment. It has not been receiving 
samples of explosives by mail, which 
fact suggests the infernal machine the- 
ory. The postal authorities have begun 
an investigation and say the shipping 
of such packages by mail is a violation 
of the postal laws. Arrests may follow.

BUT CONTEST WAS A FAKE 


Philadelphia, Pa., January 17.—Tom 
Sharkey and Peter Maher, who were 
heralded to fight six rounds before the 
Industrial Athletic Club for the cham- 
pionship of Ireland at the Industrial hall 
tonight, were stopped by Rtferee Rocap 
in the middie of the third round in one 
of the poorest exhibitions ever given in 
this city. The men had been arrested 
early in the evening and bound over in 
$5,000 bail to keep the peace and this ap- 
parently reduced the steam of their 
blows. 

Not a ‘blow was struck which would 
have rocwed a bantam’s head. When the 
bout had progressed for two and a half 
rounds, amid incessant cat calls, hisses 
and yells of “take them off’ and “‘fake,’’ 
Referee Rocap stepped to ,the side of 
the ring and said that he had been en- 
gaged to referee a contest. 

“This is no contest,’’ he concluded. The 
men took their corners and the contest 
was over. 

Both Sharkey and the ‘president of the 
club attempted to address the angry 
crowd but neither was permitted to 
speak. The spectators were worked up to 
such a pitch that they broke chairs and 
benches in their desire to “get even.’ It 
was little satisfaction for the 4,000 per- 
sons who had paid $2, $3 and $ for seats,

Tom Sharkey and Peter Maher, the 
pugilists, and James H. McFarland, an 
Official of the Industrial Athletic Club, 
under the auspices of which organiza- 
tion the Sharkey-Maher fight took place 
tonight, were arrested late this afternoon 
on warrants charging them with conspir- 
acy to commit a breach of the peace. 
They were held in $5,000 bail to keep the 
peace and appear in the court tomorrow 
morning. Bail was furnished. 

The warrants were sworn out by J. D. 
Barnitz, a @¢itizen, who, it is understood, 
represented the Law and Order Society 
ef this city. More than a doz@} witnesses 
were subpoenaed, mast of them sporting 
writers on Philadeiphia and New York 
newspapers. About half a dozen wit- 
nesses were examined and the magistrate 
considered that there was sufficknt to 
warrant him in holding the prisoners 
The men promised that there would be no 
knockout, no violence and no infraction 
of the state laws regarding prize fighting 
and that they would engage only in a 
Sparring contest.

Who Is Said To Have Made the Trouble Which Confronts the Cu- 
ban Missions of the Southern Baptist Convention. 
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DIAZ MAKING TROUBLE 
FOR BAPTISTS IN CUBA 
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Former Representative of Home Mission Board the 
Cause of the Trouble It Is Having With the 
Island Churches. 


The facts given in The Constitution of 
Thursday morning relative to the trouble 
which the home mission board of the 
Southern Baptist convention is having 
with its missions i@ Cuba aroused a great 
amount of interest among the church 
people of Atlanta. 

The trouble is of such a serious natgre 
that the board deemed it necessary to 
send a special commission to the island 
to learn the true status of affairs and if 
possible to reconcile all differences. 

Members of the commission were seen 
by a representative of The Constitution 
just prior to their departure for Tampa 
en route to Cuba, but they summarily de- 


clined to give any information as to the 


cause of the trouble which the board is 
having with its churches in Cuba, 

The Constitution this morning, for the 
first time, presents from an authoritative 
source what is said to be the true. cause 
of the protests on the part of the Cuban 
churches against the ideas of Dr. Dan- 
iel, the board's Cuban representative. 

For a number of years the home mis- 
sion board of the Southern Raptist can- 
vention was represented in Cuba by Rev. 
A. J. Diaz, a native Cuban who had 
espoused the Baptist faith and who show- 
ed greut enthusiasm and energy in prop- 
agating the work of the church among his 


.tellow-countrymen. Sales 


Diaz provéd a man of no sma ability, 
and, backed by the board, he practically 
built up the present following of the 
church. in . Cuba. The beard furnished 
the money and Diaz did the rest. 

Although his work was successful, it is 
said that some of the members did not 
have the™fullest confidence in him, and 


4 several times objections were made to 


These members of 
could point to no action of 
Diaz worthy of condemnation, but they 
cbjected to him because they considered 
him ‘‘too sjick.’’ 
Brought Board Into Debt. 

Nevertheless, the work prospered under 
the administration of Diaz and he was 
upheld by the majority cf the board. 
He held its power of attorney and had 
the absolute disposal of its property in 
the island. 

During the Spanish-American war it is 
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his administration. 
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claimed that Diaz mortgaged the prop- 
erty of the boarc in Cube for the pur- 
pose of establihing a ‘floating hopital. ’ 
As a result, when the war wes over the 
board found a debt of over $20,000 on its 
hands. 

This was paid, but the paying out of 
this amount did not increase the popu- 
larity of Diaz with the board. No spe- 
cific charges were made against him, but 
some friend hinted to him that it would 
be well for him to hand in his resigna- 
tion in order that he might be ‘“vindi- 
cated” before the board. 

He fgllowed this advice, but to his sur- 
prise the board quickly accepted his res- 
ignation. Dr. Daniel was sent over to 
take uj the work in his Stead. 

Diaz is said to have political aspirations 
and wished to keep the strong organiza- 
tion of the church under his control. 
Consequently he has been giving Dr. 
Daniel all the trouble that he could and 
has used his utmest efforts with the 
churches to dissatisfy them with Dr. 
Daniel’s administration. 


Strong Hold on Cubans. 

Since Diaz was practically the founder 
of the church in Cuba and was so closely 
associated with it for years, he natural- 
ly has a strong hold on the native mem- 
bers of the church. He has not failed to 
take advantage of this, and just at this 
time, when the feeling of the people to- 
ward citizens of the Unified States is 
said to be none teo kindly, it was easy 
for him to make his native brethren 
think that he was being badly treated 
in order to make room for an American. 

This is said to bé the real and only 
cause of the differences now existing. 
The members of the board have the ut 
most confidence in Dr. Daniel and mean 
to uphold him to the end. 


Being the head of the church in the 


island and having control of its extensive 
properties, was considered by Diaz quite 
a valuable asset. The members of the 
board objected to his using influence gain 
ed in this manner for his political ag- 
grandsement and cut loose from him at 
the first opportunity. In retaliation he 
is doing all in his power to block the 
work of Dr. Daniel, his successor. 

Diaz has been in Atlanta a number of 
times and is well known here. At one 
time he had a number of strong friends 
among the members of the board and 
other Atlanta Baptists.

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AN ALBANY BANK |A WOMAN'S SUCCESS 


STOPS PAYMENT 


Commercial Bask of Albany Strikes 
Finapeial Obstacles. 


IT WAS UNABLE TO COLLECT 


Suspension May Be Only Temporary. 
Former Bank Examiner 8. G. 
Turner Was Its Cashier. 
Made an Excellent 
Showing. 


——— 


The Commercial bank of Albany has 
suspended payment. This information 
was received in Atlanta yesterday in a 
telegram from ‘President T. M. Carter, 
of that bank, to State Treasurer R. EB. 
Park. 

The cause given for the suspension of 
the bank is its inability to collect past 
due accounts, the amount involved being 
such as to:seriously embarrass it. To what 
exteht this embarrassment will ultimate- 
ly affect the bank is not known here, as 
the dispatch contained none of the de- 
tails. 

The telegram was quite a surprise to 
Treasurer Park, as the bank made an 
extraordinarily good showing in its 
semi-annual statement Yast September. 
These statements were called for by the 
treasurer on September 5, 1901, and at 
that time had among its liabilitics capital 
stock, $57,200; surplus, $11,440; undivided 
profits, $14,506.70; individual deposits, $104,- 
54.43; notes and bills rediscounted, $81,646, 
while among its assets were loans and 
discounts, $193,067; overdrafts, $15,798; 
bonds and stocks owned by the bank, 
$17,450; banking house and furniture, 
$1,750; due from banks in Georgia, $34,247; 
Wue from other banks, $3,537; cash on 
hand, $14,000; checks, etc., $564. 

This statement made an excellent show- 
ing for the bank, hence the surprise ex- 
pressed at the announcement of the 
bank's suspension. 

It remains to be seen how far the bank 
will be affected by its inability to make 
collecticrs. The bank officials. may settle 
up the matter without its getting into 
the courts, or its affairs may have to be 
legally administered upon. 

An effort was made a short time ago, 
it is safd, to get funds to tide the insti- 
tution over its trouble, but it appears to 
have been unsuccessful. 

Only about ,three months ago Sterling 
G. Turner, of Atlanta, was elected cashier 
of the Commercial bank, and has since 
gerved in that capacity. Mr. Turner was 
assistant state bank examiner up to the 
time he became cashier of this bank, and 
in this capacity was associated with 
Treasurer Park for several years. 

The Commercial bank is comparatively 
a new institution among Georgia’s finan- 
cial houses, but it had. made rapid strides 
to the front and was looked upon as one 
of the most progressive in that section. 
It is to be hoped that the suspension will 
be only temporary, and that it will soon 
be rehabilitated. 


ASSETS EXCEED THE CLAIMS. 


Albany Bank Will Pay Creditors in 
Full, It Is. Said. 

Albany, Ga., January — 17.—(Special.)— 
The Commercial bank of Albany, one of 
the best known financial institutions in 
southwest Georgia, has gone to the wall. 
The following notice appeared posted at 
the door of the bank this morning, hav- 
ing been placed there during the night: 

“The bank has suspended payment, 
pending action by the proper authorities. 

“T. M. CARTER, President. 
*S. G. TURNER, Cashier.”’ 

According to a statement made to 
your correspondent this morning by 
the bank officials, its affairs are in 
the following. shape: Liabilities, bills 
payable, $65,000; deposits, $58,117.10; total, 
$123,117.10. Assets, bills receivable, $170,- 
622.75; real estate, $21,000; tofal, $191,622.75. 

Judge W. N. Spence, at Camilla today, 
appointed Morris Wesloski temporary re- 
ceiver of the suspended bank. W. W. 
Wooten, the bank’s attorney, represent- 
ing the board or directors,went to Camilla 
this morning and made application for a 
temporary receivership, naming Mr. Wes- 
loski as the choice of the directors. Mr. 
Wesloski will be in charge until a perma- 
nent receiver is appointed by the state 
authorities, 

In the clearing house yesterday the bal- 
ance was heavily against the Commercial 
and it was forced to acknowledge inabil- 
ity to take care of its checks.

The Russian Army Kitchen Wagon. 

Chicago Daily News: A kitchen wagon 
récently adopted by the Russian army is 
a contrivance “hich promises a vast in- 
crease of comfort for troops on the 
march. A large iron vessel shaped rath- 
er like an enormous teacup ts set upon 
the axle of a light wagon. The. top of the 
vessel is covered with a double-hinged 1id, 
Below this large bofieR an iron’ fireplace 
is constructed, while a chimney. two or 
three feet high carries off the smake. In 
the Russian army tinned rations are 
hardly ever used and cattle are driven 
on the line of march and slaughtered as 
required. One kitchen wé@gon is detailed 
to every company.’ Before the troobs 
move off tne men in charge of these 
Wrgijns fill the boilers with water and 
put in meat and vegetables. About two 
hours before the camp is reached the fires 
are lighted and the dinner begins to Soil, 
so that by the time the troops come to a 
halt a hot dinner of strong’ soup and 
boiled meat is already cooked.

MANY NEGLECT TO REGISTER 


County Officers Are After Tax from 
Business Concerns. 


ARE LIABLE UNDER THE LAW 


Last Year This Class of Taxpayers 
Turned'in the Sum of 
$31,490.90. 


All persons and firms doing business 
in Fulton county who are liable for a 
business tax and who have fajled to reg- 
ister with the ordinary as required by 
law, will be officially notified today of 
their failure to do. so. There is a large 
class of Such businesses and the tax re- 
quired of them ranges from $10 to $1,000. 

Last year there were 228 who registered 
and paid this tax, which amounted, In the 
aggregate, to $31,490.90. They are all re- 
quired to register by January 1 of each 
year, but thus far only 102 have regis- 
tered with the ordinary. 

The law is very strict in the matter 
and the penalty for not registering and 
paying is a heavy one. The special tax 
law governing the matter reads: “Any 
person failing to register with the ordi- 
nary, or having registered, failJng to pay 
the tax as herein required, shall be Mabie 
for indictment for misdemeanor, and on 
conviction, shall be fined not less than 
double the tax, or be imprisoned as pre- 
scribed by section 1039 of volume 3 of the 
code of 18%, er both, in the discretion of 
the court. One-half of said fine shall be 
applied to the payment of the tax, and 
the other to the fund of fines and forfeit- 
ures for use of officers of court. 

The highest tax required of any buai- 
ness is that of dealers in futures, which 
is $1,000 a year. Emigrant agents must 
pay $500; liquor dealers $200; packing 
houses $200: brewing companies $200; 
shows and circuses $500; and there are a 
number of other businesses that are re- 
quired to pay from $50 to $100 a year.

The Trade. Situation. 

New York, January 17.—Bradstreet’s to- 
morrow will say: 

“The usual ‘January thaw’ in prices 
arrived this week and securities, food 
products, particularly the cereals, pork 
and dairy products, coffee and sugar 
among the groceries and copper among 
the metais, have all weakened and closed 
lower on the week. The causes for this 
movement have been in many cases tech- 
nical, and the general trade situation has 
not. on the whole, been weakened. if 
anything, in fact, improvement may be 
expected to follow, a striking example 
of this being in the cereais. Hjgh prices 
had killed off export trade, but this seems 
to have revived this week on the decline. 
In distributive trade the situation has 
certainly improved. A larger spring bus- 
tness has been done in cotton and .woolen 
goods. Advices from the west are of an 
enlarged spring jobbing business and col- 
lectfons remain satisfactory. ‘Northwest 
advices are particularly good, agricul- 
tural implements and dry goods being or- 
dered and shipped in large volumes. Trade 
in the southwest continues satisfactory, 
but the lack of needed moisture for the 
winter wheat crop is a disturbing ele- 
ment, tending to dull the edge of trade. 
More is doing in leading eastern textile 
markets, prints and ginghams moving 
well with jobbers, while a good business 
is also reported in woolen goods, though 
new prices made are rather lower than ex- 
pected. 

“There is even some improvement noted 
in souaern trade, largely the result of 
firmer tone of raw cotton. 

“Among the industries iron and stee! 
are easily first in the volume of new 
business and in production, although the 
bulk of it for delivery in the latter part 
of the year. Prompt deliveries comm

small quantities are much higher. Struct- 
ural material is taken almost eagerly, 
and more foreign bridge contracts are re- 
ported. Billets cannot be had in suffi- 
cient bulk from domestic producers, so 
that imports from Germany are sold at 
Youngstown for $27.50. Production of pig 
iron on January 1, according to The Iron 
Age, was 298,400 tons, against 324,761—the 
high point on December 1. During the 
last two weeks conditions have improved 
with such rapfdity that the present rate 
of output is probably at about the top 
point. Stocks at the furnaces showed a 
further decreaS<- to 216,137 tons on Janu- 
ary 1. Sales of copper are made at lie, 
which makes a somewhat striking com- 
parison with the 50 per cent higher figures 
of a few weeks ago. 

‘‘Footwear producers have at last made 
a general advance of from 2% toe. 
Wholesalers have not altered lists. Hid g; 
are weaker. which is natural at this sea- 
son. when the quality deteriorates. 

“Stocks of cotton goods are not bur- 
densome, and demands gradually expand 
with the advancing season, specially for 
fine grades. Heavy brown cooda move 
slowly, both on home and domestic or- 
ders. , 

“Woolen goods onened lower than ex- 
pected, and purchases were retarded 
rather than stimulated bv the decltnes. 
Changes were few and small. yet there 
had been such confidence in a higher 
level that the trade hesitated. Woolen 
and varns tend upward, 

“Grain reacted sharnly from the high 
point. and a large western operator was 
caught with more than he could carry. 
Foreed liauidation of this lone account 
faciliteted the work of maninulators for 
a decline. Another unsatisfactory feature 
was the recent falling off 'n foreign de- 
mand official figute<e for December 
showing smaller exvorts of wheat than 
for any month of the calendar yvear. al- 
thangh for aix monthe of the cron veer 
there etfll anneare a gain of ssant AW - 
ty buehels over the corresponding months 
af 10 or 189.
